WHAT Is IT TO PREACH CHRIST? 
“FOR | DETERMINED NOT TO KNOW ANY THING AMONG YOU, SAVE JESUS 
CHRIST, AND HIM CRUCIFIED” (1 CORINTHIANS 2:2) 

To preach the cross is to preach Christ’s person and Christ’s 
work. It is to preach who Christ is: the eternal Son of God and the 
Son of David, the GodMan; the One chosen and sent of God; the 
Prophet, Priest and King of His people; the Bread from heaven; the 
Way, the Truth, the Life. To preach Christ is to preach why Christ 
came: God sent Christ to manifest the righteousness of God in 
how God is just and the Justifier of all who believe on Christ; He 


came to fulfill the law for His people, to put away the sin of those 
the Father gave to Him in eternity, to redeem, reconcile and make 
His people one with God.
